DUG UP IN ECUADOR: 


Ancient Rollers Used to Impress 
Designs on Clay Tablets 
Unearthed. 


By the Associated Press. 
GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Aug. 23. 
—What is regarded as a prehistoric 


forerunner of the printing press— 
stone rollers which impress figures 
and ornamental designs on clay 
tablets—has just been dug up in 
Ecuador, together with 10,200 oth- 
er archeological pieces of great, 
if as yet uncalculated, value. 
The find was made by Carlos 
Mercado near the town of Esmer- 
aldo. He says that for seven years 
he has been making secret exca- 
vations in hope of finding valuable 
metals. He found no metal, but 
he did unearth ancient tools and 
ornaments of stone and worked 
copper. . 
Mercado says his collection in- 
cludes systems resembling Egyp- 
tian hieroglyphic writings; Aratw&ec 
numbers: idols with traces of Phe- 
necian, Mongolian and Greek char- 
acteristics; numerous figures of 
animals, including cows, seals, ele- 
phants, dogs, tigers, snakes, 
whales, turtles and ajiligators, and 
many unknown and queer speci- 
mens. ) 
One piece was described as a re- 
production of the Tower of Babel. 
Another figure was interpreted as 
representing Samson embracing the 
fragments of two columns. One 
plate has the sonority of a bell. 
Many of the objects bear what 
are thought to be Aztec and 
Mayan inscriptions.

When Roy C. Toombs, president 
of the International Life Insurance 
Co., is brought back to St. Louis 
from Chicago on four warrunts 
charging larceny jim connection 
‘with his withdrawal of $3,562,211 


from the assets of the company 
and.the issuance of bogus certifi- 
cates of stocks. he will be con- 
fronted at his trial with the signa- 
ture of T. J. McReynolds, vice- 
president of the company, on a 
stock certificate made out to 
Toombs for 10,000 shares of the 
insurance company stock which 
McReynolds will say is a forgery. 

This stock certificate, upon 
which Toombs borrowed $235,000 
of James Bruce, New York banl-- 
er and son of United States Sen- 
ator Bruce of Maryland, was sent 
to Toombs in Chicago at his order 
by W. G. Darst, secretary of the 
company, last Feb. 27. It bore the 
name of Toombs as owner ani 
of Darst as secretary of the coni- 
pany. When it reached Bruce st 
New York for the loan it also bore 
the countersignature of McRey- 
nolds, vice-president, certifying 
Toombs as owner of the shares. 

Record of Transaction. 

Records from the company’s fiits 
show the transaction was starteu 
Feb. 27, in the following letter from 
Darst to Toombs at Chicago. 

“At your request I am inclosinz 
stock certificate No. D11,304 (for 
10,000 shares and No. D11,305 for 
500 shares of International - Life 
stock. These certificates should be 
signed by you.” 

The certificate for 10,000 shares 
was not signed by Toombs as hav- 
ing been issued to someone else. 
but now bears the name of Mc- 
Reynolds with “Roy C. Toombs” 
on the line as the name, of the 
owner. The other certificate -for 
500 shares has not been traced. 

Both certificates are part of an 
overissue of 13,500 shares of the 
insurance company made. by 
Toombs or at his order in the 
course of manipulations by which 
he was enabled to purchase control 
of the company out of the com- 
pany’s own assets. There jis an- 
other certificate, for 3000 shares, 
still out that has not been traced. 

There were other overissues as 
well, but they have been made 
good by an exchange for genuine 
stock. 

Darst’s Affidavit. 

Darst made the following affi- 
davit concerning the overissue of 
100,000 shares of stock by which 
Toombs borrowed $235,000 from 
Bruce: 

“I hereby certify that on the 
27th day of February, 1928, there 
was sent by letter to Mr. R. @. 
Toombs at Chicago, IIL, certificate 
of stock of the International Life 
Insurance Co. bearing certificate 
No. D11,304, filled in for ten 
thousand (10,0000) shares, in favor 
of Mr. R. C. Toombs and signed 
by myself as secretary, with the 
corporate seal affixed. I know it 
to be a fact that no signature oth- 
er than my own signature appeared 
on the certificate at the time I 
sent it to Mr. R. C. Toombs at 
Chicago, Ill., and at that time it 
was sent for the purpose of secur- 
ing his signature. I did not per- 
sonally present the certificate to 
Mr. T. J. McReynolds for his sig- 
nature and know that the certifi- 
cate was not signed by Mr. T. J. 
MeReynolds in my presence on that 
date or any date prior thereto.”’ 

McReynolds Denies Signing It. 

McReynolds declined to discuss 
the certificate except to state He 
did not sign such a certificate and 
if his name was on it, it was 
forged. 

There were other certificates of 
overissue of the stock, but most 
of them were redeemed by ¢x- 
change for génuine stock. At one 
time Darst sent 30 blank stock cer- 
tificates to Toombs in Chicago or 
the latter's order. They are not 
recorded on the books as having 
been igsued to anyone, but many 
have been filled out and sold with- 
out Darst’s knowledge. It is known 
that E. P. Greenwood, president of 
the Great Southern Life Insurance 
Co. of Houston. Tex., held three 
certificates of 3000 shares each on 
an overissue upon which he nad 
lent Toombs $500,000, but these 
were later made good.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 23.—The 
Greenland administration has 1e- 
ceived a message from the Sher- 
iff of South Greenland stating that 
an airplane, thought to be the 
Greater Rockford manned by Bert 
Hassell and Parker Cramer, was 
sighted Sunday morning along the 
southwest coast of Greenland. 

The craft was seen flying over 
Fiskenaessct and then turned to 
the east, he reported. 


The message received by the 
Greenland administration was as 
follows: 

“Machine reported absolutely 
without doubt from Fiskenaesset. 
The whole place, as well as Liech- 
tenfels, observed the machine Sun- 
‘day morning at 10:30 coming hign 
from the north-northwest and de- 
scending over Fiskenaesset. 

Saw Flyers Looking Out. 

“The créw were clearly seen 
looking over the area through 
binoculars. Afterwards the ma- 
chine turned eastward. The Green- 
landers’ statement is absolutely 
trustworthy, and they described 
the sound of the engine and gave 
the national marks on the ma- 
chine.”’ 

While. the Sheriff of South 
Greenland did not give the “na 
tional marks’’ seen’*on the plane, 
this was understood here to mean 
the American ‘markings, as the in- 


instructed to be on the lookout for 
the American flyers. 

There was no indication in the 
message as to the probable landing 
Place of the plane, but every ef- 
fort will be made te discover this. 

The telegram received from the 
Sheriff at 4:40 p. m., added that 
two motor boats would be sent 
out immediately to resume search 
for the missing American airmen, 
in view of the new ~ information 
available. 

Fiskernaes is a tiny Danish vil- 
lage and much of the population is 
made up of Eskimos. It has a Mo- 
ravian mission. Danish vessels visit 
it annually. The village lies at the 
head of a little bay. Lichtenfels is 
much the same type of community. 

Available atlases do not show a 
“Fiskenaesset” in South Greenland, 
but do show a town called Fisker- 
jnaes, close by a community known 
as Liechtenfels.

The 
point is approximately 300 miles 
south of Mount Evans, the goal of 
the American airmen in their 1600-

Hassell and Cramer, in their 
plane, the Greater Rockford, which 
Was on a flight from: Rockfor, 
Ill., to Stockholm, took off from 
Cochrane, Ont., at 13:12 #. =m. 
Eastern Standard time Saturday. 
They were awaited eagerly at 
Mount Evans. where preparations 
had been made to receive them, 
but they did not arrive af the time 
expected Sunday, and since then 
have not been heard from. 

The flyers were last definitely 
heard from Sunday morning, indl- 
cating their passage over a point 
75 miles off Cape Chidley. Labra-

In view of the fact that the 
plane was reported as coming from 
the north-northwest, it would in- 
dicate that the flyers had lost thefr 
way at some point between Mount 
Evans and Fiskernaes and had 
turned southward along the Green- 
land coast.

$300,000 ESTATE 
OF SUICIDE WON | 
PAY OBLIGATIONS 


Inventory of Leopold Gross- 
berg’s Holdings Shows He 
Might Have Been Able to 
Adjust Tangle. ? 


An inventory of the estate of 
Leopold Grossberg, 32-year-old 
bank director and reat estate op- 
erator who shot-and killed himself 
May 1 as he sat in an automobile 
in front of 4111 Enright avenue, 
the site of one of his unsuccessful 
projects, lists assets of about $350,- 
000, the greater part of which are 
held as collateral for loans made to 
Grossberg during his brief but 
turbulent financial career. 

The inventory lists deeds of trust 
with a face value of approximately 
$250,000 which have been deposit- 
ed as security for loans in excess 
of $160,000. 

Due to the high face value placed 
on many of the deeds of trust, 
mostly. on properties owned and 
building projects promoted . by 
Grossberg, it is apparent his busi- 
ness associates who lent him money 
will lose varying amounts, depend- 
ing on the real value of the deeds 
of trust they hold as collateral). 

Could Have Adjusted Affairs, 

Attorneys for the Grossberg es- 
tate and others who have familiar- 
ized themselves with the details of 
the young man’s affairs since his 
suicide, today expressed th; belief 


that Grossberg, who killed nimself 


believing that he was on the verge 
of financial ruin, could hav: 
straightened out the tangle without 
too serious losses had he lived and 
met the situation with the .cumen 
which had won the confidence of 
financiers and real estate oper- 
ators. 

The major operations of Gross- 
berg, who became a promoter aft- 
er failing in a mercantile business, 
were devoted to the financing and 
building of apartments and homes 
equipped with modern  conven- 
iences, for rental to Negroes. 

Grossberg’s estate lists among 
the assets about $50,000 worth of 
stocks almost all of which are 
hypothecated. It is known that 
his widow, Mrs. Doreen Gross- 
berg. 6337 Rosebury drive, is the 
beneficiary of a $109,090 insurance 
policy which he carried. 

Ben L. Shifrin, attorney for the 
estate, said today that nothings in 
his investigations had disclosed a 
difficulty sufficient to cause Gress- 
berg to take his life~ 

“It is true that Grossberg’. af- 
fairs were badly muddied,”’ Shifrin 
said. “He kept no books and ap- 
parently carried all his transactions 
right in mind., Considering the 
work he was doing, it was enougb 
to make any man go crazy. Che 
way things are shaping up, [I >:- 
lieve the estate will be settled with 
comparatively little loss to anyous,”

COVERS 


A WIDE RANGE 


Speech Marked by Forthrightness st For 
Public Ownership and Control of 
Water Power Sites.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith in his ac- 
ceptance speech declared himself 


for an amendment of the 
Eighteenth Amendment, but 
against the return of the saloon: 
reiterated his pledge, if elected, to 
seek a solution of the farm prob- 
lem through a conference of farm 
leaders and economic business ex- 
perts; called for a foreign policy 
designed to undo the “evil effect” 
of the present administration's pol- 
icy with respect to Latin-America; 
asserted that the waterpower re- 
sources owned by the »ublic “must 
remain forever under public own- 
ership and control, “and, in general, 
announced a program based, as he 
said, on a “progressive not reac- 
tionary” theory of government. “I 
am entirely unwilling,” said Gov. 
Smith, “to accept the old order of 
things as the best, unless and until 
I become convinced that it cannot 
be made better.” 

Smith's address was slightly 
longer than the acceptance speccn 
by the Republican nominee and 
covered an even wider range of 
contentious issues. Like Hoover, 
the Democratic candidate, by the 
space allotted to the two topics, 
recognized prohibition and farm re- 
lief as paramount issues of the 
campaign. His attention to watcr- 
power and Latin-American policy 
was in contrast with his opponent's 
omission of those subjects. 
Hard-Hitting Campaign Document. 

The Smith speech was a good, 
hard-hitting campaign document, 
marked by the forthrightness that 
is proclaimed by the Governor's 
friends as one of his leading and 
most attractive characteristics. He 
refrained, as did Hoover, from 
personal attacks, declaring that he 
would endeavor to conduct his 
campaign on the high plane that 
befits the intelligence of our citi- 
zens.” 

In what plainly was meant to be 
an answer to insinuations based 
upon his religious beliefs and his 
wetness, Gov. Smith said: 

“I will not be influenced in ap- 
pointments by the question of a 
person’s wet or dry attitude, by 
whether he is rich or poor, whether 
he comes from the North, South, 
East or West, or by what church 
he attends in the worship of God. 
The sole standard of my appoint- 
ments will be the same as they 
have been in my governorship— 
integrity of the man or woman 
and his or her ability to give me 
the greatest poasible ald in devoted

service to the people.” 
Again he said, in language re- 


calling his words in the debate with 
Charles C. Marshall on religious 
and civic obligations: 

"I pledge a complete devotion 
to the welfare of our country and 
our people. I place that welfare 
above every other consideration 
and J] am satisfied that our party 
is in a position to promote it.’”’ 

The speech had a ring of sin- 
cerity. It will alienate no support- 
ers from Gov. Smith, It may win 
for him supporters among those 
who have been waiting to see the 
quality and extent of his progress- 
iveism. Probably he had this class 
of voters in mind when he charged 
the Republican’ party with being 
rule’ today by a “reactionary ele- 
ment” which is seeking to “vin- 
dicate the theory of benevolent 
oligarchy.” 

“T have fought this spirit in my 
own state,” he said. “I have had 
to fight it and beat it, in order to 


place upon the statute books ev- 
ery one of the progressive, humane 
laws for whose enactment I as- 
sumed responsibility in my legis- 
lative and executive career. I 
shall know how to fight it in the 
Nation. 

“It is a fallacy that there is in- 
consistency between progressive 
measures protecting the rights of 
the people, including the poor and 
the weak, and a just regard for 
the rights of legitimate business, 
great or small. Therefore, while 
I emphasize my belief that legiti- 
mat business promotes the national 
welfare, let me warn the forces > 
corruption and favoritism, tha 
Dmocratic victory means that they 
will be relegated to the rear and 
the front seats will be occupied by 
the friends of equal opportunity.” 

Greatest interest, of course, at- 
taches to what Smith said about 
prohibition. The subject is so im- 
portant that no voter should con- 
tent himself with a summary of 
his remarks, 


Views on Farm Problem. 
Turning to the farm question, 
Smith said that, in demanding re- 


lief for agriculture. he was “stat- 
ing a& proposition as vital to the 
welfare of business as agriculture.” 
He said that promises made by the 
Republicans had not been ful- 
filled, though they kad been in 
control of the Government for 
nearly eight years,

WEST PREDICTED 


| New Grouping Expected, to 
Avert Dispute Among Pa- 
cific Lines, With Hale 
Holden in Control. 


CHANGES IN MAJOR 
EXECUTIVES LIKELY 


Burlington Chairman Will 
Go to Southern Pacific, 
and Paul Shoup Succeed 
William Sproule, Rumor. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—Forecasts 
| of a new grouping of Mid-West :.n4 
Far-Western railway lines, which 
would do much toward elimigating 
present competition and avert 
threatened disputes among Pacific 
lines, has followed announcement 
of several reported pending 
changes in major executive posi- 
tions on Western systems. 

The Associated Press hag heen 
informed that Hale Holden, presi- 
dent of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, will become 
chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Southern Pacific this 
fall, to succeed Henry W. De For- 
est. Information came from mem- 
bers of the directorate of the BPur- 
lington and the Southern Pac:fic. 

The Burlington is controlled by 
the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern -roads and appointment 
of Holden to the Southern Pacific 
post was considered in financial 
circles as a means of averting dis- 
agreements between the Southera 
Pacific and the Western Pacific, 
La Salle street gossip said. 

Shoup to Succeed Sproule, 

Paul Shoup, slated to succcced 
William Sproule as héad of the 
Southern Pacific, has been exsecu- 
tive vice president of that road 
since 1925. Sproule, who wili be 
70 years old this fall, must retire 
under the company’s age rule, it 
was indicated. 

If the application for the merger 
of the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific roads is approved Ly 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, Ralph Budd, president of the 
Great Northern, is expected to as- 
sume a new office, as is Charié¢s 
Donnelly, now president of the 
Northern Pacific. In that event, it 
was said, the Southern Pacific, the 
Burlington and the merged roads 
would have one operating presi- 
dent, in hopes of eliminating pres- 
ent traffic and freight competitions 
although their normal individvwal- 
ity would be maintained.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The 
Federal Trade Commission made 
public today its plans for investi- 
gating public utility holding cuin- 
ranies in accordance with the 
Walsh Senate resolution under 
which it ia looking into the firane- 
ing of all privately owned power 
utility concerns. 

A general questionnaire now in 
preparation discloses the commis- 
sion will not only direct its inquiry 
into the holdings in other uti ity 
companies and the handling of se- 
curities, but that it will investigate 
newspapers, holdings, contributions 
made to schools and political or- 
ganizations, any payments made *o 
influence and control public opin- 
ion and payments to college rro- 
fessors and higher educational w:- 
stitutions. 

The commission estimated that 
about 4000 questionnaires would bb: 
sent to holding companies. Lhey 
are to report on.their directors, of- 
ficers, properties controlled, stock- 
holders and trustees. 

In addition they are to make a 
detaiixd account of ali their finan- 
cial assets, obligations and exven- 
ditures, the amount of power and 
gas produced, purchased and Jis- 
tributed, and list their water power 
rights. 

The commission will resume open 
hearings in the investigation in the 
second week of September, the first

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ENGLISH CITIZENS GIVE 
WEALTH TO GOVERNMENT 


Large and Small Contributions Made Toward 
Extinguishing Debt — Two Recent 
$2,500,000 Gifts 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 23.—Although 
England is the most heavily taxed 
nation in the world, a number of 
public-spirited citizens are coming 
forward with huge money gifts de- 
signed to reduce the national debt 
of $38,090,006,000. 

Recently several millionaires 
voluntarily have given large por- 
tions of their fortunes, specifying 
that the income be used either in 
paying off the national debt or the 
principal be deposited in trust to 
accumulate at compound interest 
and then revert to the government 
for the same purpose. 

Two Gifts of $2,500,000. 

The $2,500,000 gift of Lord Inch- 
cape in memory of his daughter, 
Hon. Elsie Mackay, who flew to 
her death in the wastes of the At- 
lantic ocean with Captain Hinch- 
liffe, is the latest donation, as well 
as the second of $2,500,000 made 
by citizens this year. The first, 
announced in February, was made 
by a man whose name _ was not 
disclosed. 

In order that the gifts May be 
managed in trust for the nation 
and that the capital may accumu- 
late at compound interest, it was 
necessary for Parliament to amend 
theThelusson act, which restricted 
gifts of this nature. The act grew 
out of litigation over the estate of 
Peter Thelusson,

those before the war. But as money’ 


drawing compound interest dou- 
bles itself in 14 to 16 years, it is 
expected that within a generation 
or so England will have a tremen- 
dous fortune at .work reducing the 
national debt. 


INTERPARLIAMENTARY UNION 
CONGRESS OPENS IN BERLIN 


Prof. Schuecking Says Kellogg’s 
Antiwar Pact Reflects Resolu- 
tion Adopted by Body in 1925. °

BERLIN, Aug. 23.—The twenty- 
fifth ,world congress of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union opened today 
with the representatives of 37 
countries, including the United 
States, in attendance. That the

TO SAIL SATURDAY 


Vessel One of Three for South 
Pole Expedition Has 
Crew of 31.

NE" YORK, Aug. 23. — Com- 
mander Richard £. Byrd's expedi- 
tion to the Antarctic will get def- 
initely under way Saturday with 
the sailing of the barque, City of 
New York, first of three ships 
which will carry his airplanes and 
equipment to the taking-off place 
for the Pole. Aboard, the etout jit- 
tle ship will be 31 of the 70 men 
of the expeditionary force, the larg- 
est and best equipped ever to dare 
the south polar seas. Commander 
Byrd and the remainder of the 
party will sail some time in Sep- 
tember on the whaler Larsen and 
the Chelsea, the two other ships of 
the flotitia. They will carry with 
them four airplanes and the re- 
mainder of the equipment. 

The last member of the Byrd 
party, Paul A. Siple, Erte, Pa., /boy 
scout, has taken up his duti¢s as 
Byrd’s orderly. He was

The City of New York is under

Following his personal contact 
with men who profess to interpret 
the viewpoint of the wheat, corn 
and other grain growers, the Re- 
publican nominee for the presi- 
dency leaves late today for Wash- 
ington. There on Saturday he °"ill 
take personal charge of his cam- 
paign. ‘ 

Minnesota’s farm delegation to- 
day brought to Hoover the sugg¢s- 
tion that a special session of Con- 
gress be convened next March to 
put into legislation the Hoover 
farm relief program. 

Hears Governor of Minnesota. 
The nominee heard Gov. Theo- 
dore Christianson, the dejegation's 
spokesman, Congressmen Andre- 
sen, Knutson and Glague and H. 
Bue of Northfield, farm organiza- 
tion leader, He said he was hopeful 
legislation could be obtained at the 
forthcoming session, but indicated 
he did not consider it wise or 
proper at this time to make pleJges 
as to a special] session. 

The Minnesota delegation came 
to Hoover early in a series of con- 
ferences with delegations from 13 
States between Indiana and Okl:- 
homa. 

Hoover late this afternoon issued 
a statement thanking the people 
of lowa for the kindly reception 
given to both himself and Mrs. 
Hoover. 

Grateful for Hospitality. 

‘It is a great experience to have 
had the welcome at one’s birth- 
place that Mrs, Hoover and I have 
had in the last few days,” he said. 
“It brings out vividly the ties which 
have attached our lives to the 
State of lowa and we leave it most 
regretfully. We will long remem, 
ber 
pressions and good wishes we have 
had on every side.” 

Piloted by a committee of Cedar

He has been heartened by «nfor- 
mation from Kansas and Iowa, but 
a note of pessimism has run 
through that from the Northeest- 
ern states. Producers in that sec- 
tion who just now are beginning to 
market their wheat crop, are faced 
with sharply declining prices and 
political leaders say this ungves- 
tionably has haf an effect. How- 
ever, they -have expressed to the 
nominee their 
states will be found in the Repub- 
lican column in November. 

Hoover told 150 representatives 
of lowa farmers that the “yoke 
that hangs around the neck of the 
American farmer needs to be lifted 
and I will do everything in my 
power to help lift it.”

Gov. Smith deserves the thanks of the 
country for exploding three myths that bave 
been popular under Coolidge—the myth of 
prosperity, the myth of economy and the 
myth of tax reduction.

gious pageant. ; : 

The singing that accompanies 
the play, produced in Freiburg, Ba- 
den, Germany, every 10 years, will 
be in English. The speaking parts, 
played by the actors from child- 
hood, are in German. The Passion 
Play had its American premiere on 
Sunday night in St. Joseph, Mo. It 
will play there a week, after which 
the players comé to St. Louis for 
rehearsals on the Municipal thea- 
ter stage in Forest Park. 

To Make Two Year Tour. 

The 60 Freiburgers arrived in 

America on board the Deutschland 


country. After leaving St. Lou's, 
the play will be given at Detroit, 
Buffalo, Newark, N. J., Washing- 
ton, D. C., and elsewhere, accord- 
ing to H. P. Hill, the company’s 
advance agent. 

The play follows the traditional 
folk drama of the passion, begin- 
ning with the manhood of Jesus. 
The last supper and  Golgotha 
scenes are elaborately § staged. 
Adolph Fassnacht plays the role 
of Jesus and George Fassnacht, his 
brother, enacts Judas. These roles 
and others in the play have been 
passed on from family to family 
for centuries. 

Play First Presented in 1264, 

The Freiburg Passion Play is 
virtually identical with that of the 
Oberammergau presentation, al- 
though the Freiburgers claim to 
have given their pageant first in 
1264, almost 400 years before the 
inception of the play at Oberam- 
mergau. Freiburg, in Baden. is 
about 50 miles from Oberammer- 
gau, which lies in Bavaria. 

The characters in the play in- 
clude the Virgin Mary, Mary Mag- 
dalen, the 12 Apostles, Pontius 
Pilate, the High Priest Caiaphas, 
Joseph of Arimathaea, Nicodemus, 
Barrabas, King Herod, Salome. 
Nero, and hundreds will be in the 
ensemble scenes as priests, Phari- 
sees, handlers, Roman and Jewish 
soldiers and the mob of Jerusalem. 

An English translation of the 
German text of the play has been 
prepared and will be available to 
the spectators, enabling them to 
follow the drama word for word. 
Prices will be the. same as charged 
for the Municipal Opera. The play 
takes about three hours.

United States,” Doran went on. 


“If the appropriate government 
would require the production of 
duly authenticated landing certifi- 
cates showing that liquor was 
attually discharged at the port for 
which the vesse] cleared, it would 
clearly distinguish legitimate trade 
from {illicit traffic. and drive the 
latter from the society of nations.”

SMITHS PLANTO 
AD AGRICULTURE 


Farm Leader Says Proposal 
to Segregate the Export- 
able Surplus Is Best Way 
to Help the Producer. 


by the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—George 

N. Peek of Moline, Ill, chairman 
of the Executive Committee of 22 
of the North Central States Agri- 
cultural Conference, who recently 
announced hig support of Gov. 
Smith, issued a statement last 
night praising the farm relief ref- 
erences in the Governor’s speech 
of acceptance. 
In the same statement Peek at- 
tacked Herbert Hoover's stand on 
the farm question in commenting 
upon the Republican candidate’s 
speech at West Branch, lIa.. Tues- 
day night. 

He charged that Hoover's state- 
ment in his West Branch speech 
that he did not “speak of organi- 
zation in the narrow sense of tra- 
ditional farm co-operatives or 
pools, but in the much wider sense 


of a sound marketing organiza- 


tion,” shows the Republican nomi- 
nee wants the co-operatives to be 
controlled “by the great packing 
interests, marketing speculators 
and grain exporters who buy what 
the farmer has to sell and who 
comprise largely the present ‘sound 
marketing organization,’ to which 
Mr. Hoover refers.”’ 

He said the tariff problem as it 
affects the farm question is to find 
a way to make the tariff effective 
and that Hoover has blocked all 
solution of it without offering a 
constructive suggestion. 

“In contrast with this failure,” 
Peek said, “Gov. Smith has defin- 
itely approved the declaration of 
the Democratic platform that a 
sound way must be found to make 
the tariff effective on agricultural 
products with exportable surpluses, 
and that there must be equality of 
treatment in tariff schedules for 
agriculture with industry. 

“But Gov. Smith and the Demo- 
cratic platform go _ still farther. 
They are specific and helpful in 
their attitude toward the farmer 
and the country, for they recognize 
that the only way in which tariffs 
can be made effective is to segre- 
gate the exportable surplus.

“In other words, the farmer is 
to pay out of his own pocket for 
this system of relief. This is av 
economically sound position but 
elicits no recognition of any kind 
from Mr. Hoover. But his impli- 
cit and clearly implied opposition 
in the light of his past record, 
means for the farmer of the coun- 
try Mr. Hoover's bitter hostility 
to any sane solution of this farm 
problem if he is elected.”

George of Georgia Declares It Points Out 
Common Ground on Which Liberals of 
Both Parties Can Unite. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Re- 
publicans as wel! as Democrats 
singled out for praise the qualities 
of frankness and clarity in Gov. 
Smith’s acceptance speech. Even as 
complete a partisan as Senator 
Fess of Ohio, who was the keynoter 
of the Republican National Con- 
vention at Kansas City, pronounced 
the speech commendable for its 
“frankness which relieves the peo- 
ple from uncertainty of his mean- 
ing.” 

Other comment follows: 

Senator George of Georgia, ultra- 
dry: He (Gov. Smith) recognizes 
that opinion on national prohibi- 
tion cuts squarely across the two 
great political parties and that 
therefore prohibition is not an isz- 
sue between the parties themselves. 
He has his views upon the ques- 
tion, but recognizes the right of 
any Democrat to differ from his 
view. Aside from this question he 
pointed out the common 
ground on which the liberal forces 
of democracy may mobilize their 
forces in this campaign. His speech 
breathes the fine spirit of progress 
and reform. It is the speech of an 
honest man. 

Senator Fletcher, (Dem.) Fla.: 
Gov. Smith has demonstrated that 
he measures up to the standard 
of a great statesman. This speech 
shows a grasp of national prob- 
lems that is inspiring. It does credit 
to the admitted intellectual at- 
tainments of the Democratic can- 
didate, and to his thorough un- 
derstanding of national and inter- 
national affairs, as well as to his 
sound conception of fiduciary re- 
sponsibility. 

Postmaster General New (Rep.) 
He can mean nothing else than 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and. the Volstead Act.

RADIO BOARD REJECTS 


MONOPOLY COMPLAINT 


General Council Declines Chi- 
cago Association’s Request 
to Close 11 Big Stations.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—R7s0- 
lutions by the Radio Protective 
Association of Chicago asking for 
revocation of the licenses of i1

The association charged that the 
General Electric Co., Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing 
Co. and the Radio Corporation of 
America, which own the stations, 
control an interest in radio pat- 
ents owned by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. ander 
agreements “exposed on the f'oor 
of both houses of Congress, which 


notoriously lessen competition and 
restrain commerce, and the pur- 
pose and effect of which are to 
create a monopoly in the manu- 
facture of radio apparatus.” 

Stations named were KOA, 
Denver; KGO, Oakland, Cal, and 
WGY, Schenectady, N. Y., owned

WBZ, Springfield, Mass, and 
WBZA, Boston, owned by the 
Westinghouse company; WIZ,

Broadcasting Co., which the reso- 
lution recites is owned joint'v by 
the other three concerns. 

Caldwell held that sectione 13, 
14, 15 and 17 of the radio act, 
apparently referred to in the reso- 
lutions, had not been violated by 
the companies. He declared the 
rule prohibiting companies from 
combining ownership of wireless 
with other forms of communica- 
tion, thereby creating monopolies, 
had not been violated as the sta- 
tions engaged in broadcasting only 
and not point-to-point commun- 
nication. 

He also ruled that, if there were 
a monopoly in the manufacture of 
radio apparatus, it was not in- 
creased by licensing of a station 
or lessened by revoking the l- 
cense.

The Mind 
_ And Health

OU are constantly searching for 
more knowledge. 
Why? 

Is it to satisfy curiosity? Prob- 
ably. Is it to increase your pow- 
er? Possibly. Is it to maintain 
your: health? Certainly. 

And what is health? 

Health is complete harmony be- 
tween yourself and the resistless 
natural forces that control your 
being. 

Whether at any period in his- 
tory perfect health was universal 
it is impossible to say. But there 
can be Little doubt that the occur- 
rence of ill health has been for 
thousands of years one of the 
chief motives behind man’s desire 
and search for knowledge con- 
cerning his own structure and 
function. In other words, the de- 
sire to combat disease by both pre- 
vention and cure, has been large- 
ly responsible for what insight we 
have obtained into the anatomy 
and physiology of our various or- 
gans. It may be questioned 
whether the stimulus of curiosity 
without ill health would have pro- 
vided the necessary incentive. In 
this way it has come about that 
the problem of understanding the 
mechanism underlying mental pro- 
cesses is being approached by 


many avenues. 
Behavior, as an indication of 
mental activity, heretofore has 


been regarded as a special province 
of the psychologist. Now, how- 
ever, the whole problem is one for 
the physiologist. Evidence is ac- 
cumulating to show that in the 
fu.cure, with the passing of the 
psychologist, the study of mental 
phenomena must depend more and 
more cn the co-operation of other 
workers in different branches of 
science. The study of diseased 
conditions has many facts to con- 
tribute as its share of this co- 
operative undertaking. Anatomy 
and physiology have also some- 
thing to say. But the chief object 
cf the scientific study of disease, 
both from its bedside and labora- 
tory aspects, is to correlate: dis- | 
order of function with that of 
structure. This is the work of the 
pathologist who is trying to de- 
termine how far disease of the 
mind can be correlated with dis- 
orders of the, structure of the 
brain. On that our conception of 
the mind and its workings must to 
a large extent ultimately depend. 
Ancient philosophers regarded 
the soul, or mind, as an imma- 
terial, supernatural, indefinable 
form of energy hovering about. the 
head, or the liver or the heart as 
the case might be. Nowadays we 
tend to regard it as a function of 
the brain, and as intimately re- 
lated to the structure of that or. 
gan as the circulation is to that| 
of the heart, or digestion te the 
stomach. 

A still more advanced view is 
that mind is the supreme funciicn 
of the general body as manifested 
chiefly through the brain systeni. 
A close parallel is found between 
the development of the brain ind 
the degree of development of in- 
telligence and mental activity. Tre 
new-born infant possesses a brain, 
not only similar to but more primi- 
tive in structure than that of the 
adult. Large numbers of the nerv- 
ous elements of which it is com- 
posed seem to be immature and, 
therefore, incapable of taking their 
part in those activities for whien 
they are designed. As mon:.s’ 
pass, more and more of these e:e- 
ments become mature, with the re.- 
sult that millions of cells, co.- 
stituting the “gray matter.” sre 
brought into physiological connec- 
tion with each other by means of 
the nerves and their branches. This 
is continued far into adult life 13 
corresponds with the increase of 
knowledge and intelligence chur- 
acteristic of those ye:rs. The 
complexities of structure, and the 
multiplicity of nervous connection 
found-in the brain in the prime 
of life, are only comparable witr

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A SUMMER USE 
FOR RADIATORS 


LTHOUGH welcomed during a 
part of the year for its com- 
forting warmth, the unsightly 
radiator constitutes, during the 
longer seasons when it is not in use 
a.jarring note which vexes the 
housewife who takes pride in the 
decorative harmony and atmos- 
phere of her home. 

One solution to which many are 
turning helps materially in adding 
to the appearance of a room and 
at the same time provides a pruc- 
tical use for the radiator in sum- 
mer. 

A sheet of polished plate glass 
slipped into . wooden brackets 
grooved to fit the glass will make 
a shelf which can be fastened to 
the wall a few inches above the 
radiator top. A decorative cretonne 
hung in: front from a rod fitted 
into the same wooden brackets, and 
at the sides tacked @: ectly to te 
wood, will completely disguise the 
radiator until it is needed again in 
the fall. 

A bowl. of flowers, or growing 
plants, and a pair of candlesticks 
will complete the transformation. 
A cool effect will be given by the 
lustrous sheen of the plate glass. 
Furthermore, the glass will prove 
strong enough to bear any reason- 
able weight and it will not he 
marred by spilled water, The glass 
may easily be kept clean with a 
damp cloth. . 

A mirror, hung on the wall back 
of the radiator will further bright- 
en the room and add greatly to the 
pleasing effect of the arrangemnnt.
